Bill” Williamson sounded a note 
of optimism by saying that we are 
living in an age of more comforts 
and conveniences than in all the 
past and that while farming may be 
running in “ second 
gear,” 
still 
through cooperation and the prop­ 
er study of our problems we may 
shift into “first” and thus put old 
Brazos county in the lead agricul­ 
turally. 
I* A. Butler of the International 
Harvester Company was the prin­ 
cipal speaker,

with the dairy industry as a year- 
round pay roll for the farmer.
